A Sj-Hteni of "Retaliatory TiirlQV' Likely 


To Bo Proposed. 


LONDON, Dec, 30.—Tho rumor is revived 


that tho government will introduce a "fair 
la-ado" measure soon after parliament opens. 
The fact probably is that such a measure 
has been prepared, but it is unlikely that it 
will bo brought forward unless tho cabinet 
is sustained in its Irish policy. Those who 
claim to have had direct information about 
tho measure referred to, say that it is 
founded upon the recommendations re- 
cently made by tho trade commission pre- 
sided over by Lord Iddlesleigh {Sir Stafford 
Nortucoto), 
namely, that a system of 


retaliatory tarifl's bo established as against 
imports from any countries that refuse frco 
admission to British manufactures or pro- 
ducts. Of course tho principal operation of 
such a measure would bo in tho dircL'tion of 
America, Tho commission claimed to have 
been convinced by tho grea't mass of testi- 
mony laid beforo it that tho distress pre- 
vailing among the laboring classes of Eng- 
land was duo to tho foreign compotion made 
possible by free, or as thoy called it "un- 
fair," trade; and though a. majority of tho 
ministers are free traders, thoy arc under- 
stood as a bodj- to bo disposed to nuke con- 
cessions to tho undeniably strong and grow- 
ing clement in tho country in favor o£ "fair 
trade," and retaliatory tariffs.

A speoial meeting of ihe Business 


Men's club was held last evening for the 
purpose of considering important railroad 
matters. Vice President C. B. Conrad 
icoupied tho oh»ir, the attendance o£ 
members and invited guests being quite 
arge considering the stnrmy night. 


Chairman Conrad stated the object ot 


tho meeting, and requested Hon. John J. 
R. Pease, who had been in oorreHpond- 
enoe with President Keep, of the North- 
western railroad, to enlighten the meot- 
,ng further. 


Mr. Peaee stated tbe substance ot a 


.etter which he had received from Presi- 
dent Keep, which was in effect, tbat it 
;he city ot Janeavillo would guarantee 
the company the right of way to Evanu- 
ville, tne matter ot building the road 
would be laid before the directors and 
be favorably considered, with an even 
chance ot being adopted. 
Mr. Peaae 


also stated that while no estimate had 
been made of the sum required to pnr- 
ohase tho propose'd right of wayv ho 
thought it oould be proonred for a small 
amount of money, especially tbat part 
being outside tho oity of Janesville, as 
moat of the property would be benefitted; 
that a Urge majority of the farmers 
along the proposed lino were aniious that 
tha road be built; that the lino would 
intersect the main line this side oi the 
village ot Evansville, and consequently 
no extra expense would be incurred for 
right of way at that point; that Evana- 
ville people were anxious for the conneo 
tion to be made, and would aid in tho 
enterprise, 


Mr. A, P. Bennett stated that he had 


mado an estimate oC the cost D! right o: 
way for fifteen miles of road, allowing 
$100 per acre for land required, ant 
found that it would cost about 814,000 


B. B. Eldredge, Esq., was called ont
